DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's response filed March 14, 2011 is acknowledged. Claims 1-49 are 
cancelled and claims 50-79 are newly added. Claims 50-79 are pending and further 
considered on the merits. 

Response to Amendment 

In response to applicant's amendment, the examiner withdraws the grounds of 
rejection set forth in the office action dated December 15, 2010. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . Claims 50-79 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: the closest prior art, Fersht USPA 2002/0142369, fails to disclose or 
obviate the novel aspect of applicant's invention, namely a protein separation device 
comprising GroEL, wherein GroEL is engineered by site directed mutagenesis to have 
the substitutions recited in claims 50 and 65. Claims 51-64 and 66-79 are allowable for 
at least the reasons described above. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
